The Soviet flag is to-day flying 
over Lungchow and the place is in 
a state of chaos. 

When the “revolution” took 
‘place, the Communists launched 
an attack on the Roman Catholic 
Mission, burning the place to the 
ground, 


Forcigners Killed? 


The Rev. Father Barriere and 
other priests had, however, made 
their exeape and accompanied by 
_M. O'Kelly; the Commissioner of 
Customs, also a Frenchman, 
endeavoured to reach: the frontier 
of Indo-China, There. is grave 
reason to fear that the Rev. Father 
and M.. O'Kelly, have been killed 
or captured by brigands on the 
way. When Dr. Rice's. party 

* passed that way later, they were 
fired upon by brigands, and found 
at the spot, a book which was the 
property of Father Barriere. 

Dr. Rice was on his way to Nan- 
ning, accompanied by the Rev. Wil- 
fred Stott, ‘when they ran into the 
trouble at Lunychaw. They had 
previously attempted to reach Nan-

JUDGMENT RESERVED. 

The Full Court of Appeal, 
consisting of the Chief Justice 
(Sir Henry ‘Gollan), the Judge 
of H.BM.’s Supreme Court at 
Shanghai (Sir Peter Grain) and 
the Puiane Judge (Mr. Justice 
Wood) again sat in the Supreme 
Court this morning in order. to

The appeal’ was 
made on the grounds that Mr. 
Melbourne, in making the in- 
vestigation, exceeded the limits 
of the Order of the Court. 
Originally © an action =~ was 
brought by Chan Wai, No. 9, 
Nathan Road, Kowloon, against 
Ma Tau-nam, of the Po Hing 
Theatre, Kowloon, lessee of the 
theatre. . Plaintiff claimed = re- 
sovery of possession of the theatre, 
for an’ account of rent. arrears, 
for mesne profits and damages, 
and for breach of lease conven- 
ants that defendants would not 
make material alterations in, or 
additions to, the premises without 
the written consent of plaintiff. 
On this action, judgment for 
plaintiff was given by consent for 
recovery of possession and costs, 
and the parties agreed: to an 
order that an enquiry he held by 
the Registrar as to the amount of 
mesne profits and damages, this 
being $1,355.27. Defendant to-day 
appealed against the Registrar's 
decision. 


Lease of Theatre. 


Thig morning, Mr. F. C. Jenkin, 
for defendantaappellant, outlined 
the early history of the case, say- 
ing that plaintiff leased. the 
theatre to defendant for three 
Chinese years at $1,000 per month, 
After pointing out that alterations 
and additions made to the premises 
did not result in the. licéncé 
issued’ by the Inspector General 
of Police being. withdrawn, he 
snid that the Registrar issued 
his certificate on September 7, 
1929. : 

The Registrar found that $5,000 
was paid to plaintiff in respect of 
a deposit of $7,600, referred to in 
the lease, and that a promissory 
note for the balance, $2,500, was 
'deposited. He found that the pro- 
missoty note should be returned to 
defendant and that the amount of 
damayes and mesne_ profits was 
$1,355.17. Judgm: it was entered 
in pursuance of ‘that certificate on 
September 9, 1929. 


Counsel stated the Registrar was 
only empowered to enquire as to 
what plaintiff was entitled to 
against defendant in respect of 
damages and mesne profits, and it 
would be incompetent for the Regis- 
trar to go into what was owing by 
naan to plaintiff apart from 

at. 


Unusual Case. 


Mr. Jenkin remarked the case was 
unusual because although judg- 
ment had been entered against his 
client for $1,355.27, he would have 
to submit that: judgment should 
have been entered for much higher 
sum. 


In the enquiry, he continued, the 
Registrar went wrong in at least 
three different ways. . In-the firat 
place, he awarded. to’ plaintiff items 
which would never be recoverable as 
mesne profits or damages and were 
not referred to in any shape or 
form in the statement of. claim.
